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ABSTRACT . 

Transfer students froa Los Angeles City College 
(LACC) are\considered in- teras of their eligibility to enter the 
Oniirersi^ty Df California, i.e., their class standing at high school 
gradaa^on/ and their coaparative perforaances at the University and 
LACC, Coaparable data for all California coaaunity colleges are also 
provided. Oniversity of California reports provide naabers of Fall ^ 
entrants, by caapus attended, for eligibles and ineligibles, and, a 
suaaary of acadeaic perforaance which includes, grade point average - 
(GPA) earned at the coaaunity college and first year G^A earned at / 
the Oniversity. Froa 1966 to 1977, over 2,500 LACC students 
transferred to the Oniversity of California in the Fall quart^rs^ 
Entrants in Pall 1977 totaled only 169, continuing a. downward tr^nd 
apparent since 1974. Over BOX of the trafnsfers froa 1973 to 1977' were 
ineligible to attend the Oniversity directly f ifoa high school. t^liCC 
consistently sent a proportionately higher nuaber of ineligibles than 
the coaaunity colleger stateiri.de, 8a% in 1977 as coapared to 55X 
statewide. Oniversity GPA*s of coaaunity college eligibles regained 
between 2*8 and 2.9 froa 1970 to 1977; GPA's of ineligibles has 
generally l>een abcwit .15 grad^e points lower than ,that of eligibLes.

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INTRODUCTION 

For many years the University of California has furnished LACC an annual 

report on the performance of LACC transfers at the University of California* 

• » ■ 

Prior to. 1977, these reports included grade reports, of first year performance 

for all transfers. .These individtial grade reports permitted detailed analysis 

of performance including? analysis by major, sex,. units taken, department, and 

other factors. In 1977, the University suspended for one year the sending of 

any reports, and recently sent summary reports for the most recent two years, *

The University, after receiving a Task Force, report^ decided to sen^ summary 
reports but not student-specific reports. This decision ^signals the beginning * 
of an effort by the University to provide more useful infonnatiron in evaluating 
t^e preparedness of stxidents while at the same time safegxiarding student's 
rights according to .thie Buckley Amendment." Thus, no information is avail^le 
to provide detailed analysis of recent performance. 

It thus ^seemed advisable this year to review, over several years period, 
the type of information provided in the report. Accordingly, this report presents 
a look at the numbers of tremsf ers according to their eligibility for the 
University directly^ from high school and comparative performances at the University, 
and LACC, and provides compeurable data for all California Community College 
transfers. 1966 was chosen as the> starting year, as that was the first year the 
University Went on the quarter system auid also the. first year of the summary 
reports provided in the current format. All the data in the report is taken 
^ directly from the University reports and although some of it is questionable i the 
overall pi^cture presented by the data appears to be reliable.

The University of Catlifomik reports provide numbers of Fall entrants, by 
campus, for eligibles and ineXigibles, and a summaury of average academic per for- 
mance for these groups.' The summary includes ^ade point^verage charged ^.e. 
^ipiarned at the coraminity college), first year grade point average yarned at the 
University together with numbers earning below a C average^^nd numbers earning . 
,a B average or above. 



In addition to those eligibles and ineligibles "charged** (figured in the 
grade point calculatiojns) , the University admits other transfers whose records 
are not included in the calculations. This "not charged** group includes some 
students who completed no work at the University but consists mainly of 'students, 
who did -not meet University admissions requirements and were admitted by **special 
action . **

Observations

(1) During the twelve. years from 1966 t'hrough 1977, over 2^00 L.A.C.C. 
students trcmsferred to the University of California entering in 
the liall quarter. Estimated total for all quarters is about 3,500. 
* Entrants in Fall 1977 totaled only 169 , continuing h downward trend 
' since 1974. About one' fifth of the students are not "Charged" to 
L.A.C.C. as they were admitted by special action or completed no 
> ^ ^ %#ork at the university. ^ * ^ ^ 
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(2) Over 80% of^ the "cheurged"* transfers for the past four years were 
I ineligible to atten<^ the University directly from high school. 

L,,A.C.C. has, consistently over the years sent a* proportionately 
higher number of ineligibles than the coirarrunity colleges statewide. 
In 1977 L.A.C.C, ineligibles accounted for 84% of the total charged, 
X- con5>ared with 55.% statewide. / * * 

(3) Grkdy.point average earned at Urtiversity of California by all California 
Coriwunity Coljege eligibles has remained at about the same level 

since .1970, ranging between 2.8 and 2.9. L.A.C.C. eligibles University 
of Cali^mia CPA has shown somewhat more variation but has averaged 
about the same.' L.A.C.C. "charged" -GPA (total. earned prior to f r 
entering University of California) hsis generally beSn lower than that 
for the coxmnunity college total, thus generally showing a smaller 
differential. For t-en of the twelve years, L.A.C.C. eligibles differ- 
ential for 'eligibles was -0.55,. the largest value in the twelve years. 

(4) Ineligibles University of California GPA has generally r\an about 0,15^ 
grade points below that of eligibles, both for LA.C.C* and statewide, 
although the L.A.XI.C. increment shows much more vaariability . A 
corresponding drop in Community College GPA can dJ.so b6 note'd. Since 
1972, howeve3^, Vcharged" GPA for L.A.C.C. ineligibles has been sig- 
nificantly below tiie all 'community college average, thus causing 

the differential, to be'-leVs, even though from 1973 through 1976, 
L.A.C.C.' ineligiiles earned a lower GPA at the University.^ - The Fall 
1977 L.'A.C.C. ineligibles earned a higher University of Calxfomia GPA 
* than the all commxanity college ineligibles, producing the smallest 
differential in four years. E.A.C^G. ineligibles differential GPA has 
been smaller than that for\all community colleges for all of the 
twelve years except 1974 when it was larger by 0.01 gr>ade point, 
pver ,the twelve year period^ L.A.C.C. ineligibles differential has 
averaged 0.10 grade points less than th^ statewide. 
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
